However, Lt. HUGHES, in charge, was on ttys telephone perhaps for 
ten minutes and when I was eble to get 1 vi the room to monitor 
the Inbrview being held in another pa-t/of ttje building the interview 
titas pearly ending. In the office of Lt. ^H~g*^S. where the interview 
was monitored, I found Kay or YORTY already the re . I observed him 
examining the note books end documents obtained by tTbtective BRANDT 
and his partner at the SIRHAN residence. 

I then requested Lt* HUGHES to make available a copy of the 
transcribed interview the departmen^jg^w^fj^^RHAN(Adel ) .

originals of per tient papers and pnoto^^ic copies of the balance 
of SIRHAN SIRHAN's papers as the Bureau had requested them,

they were inventoried and turned over to the FBI* 

While in the Rampart* Division, 'BRANDT asked me If I was present 
when ADEL SIRHAN was warned of his rights at the Pasadena Police 
Department. I reminded BRANDT that at the time I was Introduced to 
him and had stated my purpose for being there he told me that he 
had already advised ADEL SIRHAN of his rights* 

BRANDT next asked me if I had been with him when arrangements 
were made with ADEL SIRHAN to visit the SIRHAN residence and I 
told him that I was not present then, that this probably occurred 
during my first telephone call to the Los Angeles Office because 
only upon my return to the interview did I learn that arrange- 

ments had been made to go with ADEL SIRHAN to the SIRHAN residence. 

It should be noted that wheny>RANDT told me originally that 

arrangements had been made to go-Uaai to the SIRHAN residence he did 
not indicate to me what the arrangements consisted of. Since I never 
saw what papers or documents BRANDT had in his possession and In 
view of the questions he asked of me I must assume that only oral 
arrangements were made. 

It should be noted that I did not participate in the search and 
noted only tte t pertinent Inf ormation which had already been gathered 
by BRANDT or Jiis partner. 

It should also be noted that I was instructed at the outset to 
stay close to ADEL SIRHAN and to report Immediately any pertinent 
information obtained - and this was done*

SCHRADE 
was also treated for a concussion which was caused by the 
bullet’s impact. 

Dr. FUCHS stated his patient remained in the 
Intensive Care Unit, but he would state his condition as 
satisfactory. He stated that SCHRADE was uncomfortable 
at the present time and he felt it would be approximately 
two days before he was physically able to engage in an 
Interview.

Following an indictment handed down by the Los Angeles County Grand Jury 
during the afternoon of Friday, June 7, 1968, Judge Arthur L. Alarcon of Department 
100 of the Superior Court of the County of Los Angeles presided at the arraignment 
of Sirhan B. Sirhan, accused slayer of Senator Robert F. Kennedy. 

In keeping with the continued intense security measures enacted by the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department at the personal direction of Sheriff Peter 
J. Pitches s. Judge Alarcon presiding at a special session of Department 100, held 
in temporary court facilities provided by the Sheriff, held the arraignment at the 
Los Angeles County Men's Central Jail.

Sirhan, represented by Deputy Public Defender Wilbur Littlefield, was held to 
answer on one count of murder and five counts of assault with intent to commit murder 
resulting from the events which occurred at the Ambassador Hotel during the early 
morning hours of June 5, 1968.

NELSON and KLEIN 
both postively identified an individual on this film as 
being the individual they saw coming out of the Embassy 
Room of the Ambassador Hotel. WEAVER furnished a tentative 
identification of this Individual. 



After separate viewings of the above video tape, 
FD-302s were prepared on these indviduals' comments. 

After viewing this video tape, MC SHERRY advised 
NELSON, KLEIN and WEAVER that he would like to make a pilot 
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video film of their comments concerning the identification of 
this individual.

She advised that she and her husband WILLIAM 
arrived at the hotel at 7:4-8 PM, which was the time marked 
on her parking ticket. When she arrived she met with 
GLORIA LOUJAN In the hallway of the hotel and she agreed 
to take their purses to room ten of the hotel and wait 
for other "KENNEDY girls". She remained In room ten for 
approximately forty-five minutes and then went directly 
to the Embassy Room of the hotel. She was in the Embassy 
Room for about an hour when KENNEDY arrived. As the crowd 
began coming In she became sepe rated from her husband so 
she and LOUJAN advanced to within six feet of the podium. 

After she heard KENNEDY'S speech and as he was 
leaving the podidm to her right the crowd began pushing her 
to her left. Just as she was about four or five feet to 
the left of the podium, someone ran past her. The image 
was blurred and it was impossible for her to get any type 
of description.

MIDDLE EAST SITUATION 



A source who has furnished reliable information 
in the past on June 6, 1963, voluntarily furnished the 
following information concerning the Middle East Situation 
based on his observations of when he was in Syria and 
Lebanon in 1957 and 1958. The source noted that he has 
had no recent contact with the Middle East but that he 
wishes to furnish the following background for such value 
as it may be in regard to the murder of Senator Kennedy 
in Los Angeles. 



The Syrian Communist Party was the center of 
Communist Party activities in Syria, Lebanon, and Jordan 
in 1957 and 1958, although each nation had its separate 
national organizations. At that time, the Communist 
Parties- in Syria and Lebanon were semi-legal and completely 
illegal in Jordan. The head of the Communist Party in 
Syria at that time was an individual named Bagdash. 

The source recalled that the Communist Parties in 
the Middle East in 1957 and 1958 were very fanatic and 
. ’ did considerable work among the refugees In Palastine, 
making them exceedingly corruptibly. He noted that the 
refugees endured very much suffering and that they were 
easy to buy off with money and idealogy.

HOWARD requested that in the evenjSHHs 
reinterviewed by Agents of the FBI, the results of 
that interview be made available to his office so that 
a comparison and evaluation could be made with the 
previous interview conducted. It was furti^^lQWARD's 
opinion that the caliber of witness whlcimH proved 
to be was quite probably due to his limited intellectual 
capacity and a language problem in that he does not speak 
good English. 



Mr. HOWARD also advised that Judge ARTHUR L. 
ALARCON has ordered five copies of the daily trial 
transcript to be prepared during subsequent proceedings 
in this matter. He stated that in the event the Federal 
Government would be in need of a copy of the daily 
transcript, arrangements should be made through his 
office for appropriate copies to be made and which would 
have to be paid for.
